Weed 
control and soil conservation are 
now the main objectives of the 
Service Board and a farm is placed 
under supervision only when ac- 
tion under the “Noxious Weeds 
Act” fails to bring the desired 
results. 


3. A number of demonstration 
plots using 2,4-D on different 
weeds at various rates of applica- 
tion to determine the effectiveness 
of this method of weed control 
was made in 1948. The results 
were in some cases unsatisfactory, 
particularly on thistles, while on 
wild mustard good results were 
obtained. It is quite evident, how- 
ever, that 2,4-D is not a sure-all 
for our weed problems but it has 
its place in conjunction with 
sound practices. Tartary Buck- 
wheat proved resistant to 2, 4-D 
even at the heavier rates of ap- 
plication. The stage of growth 
and moisture conditions are 
tors that have a bearing on the 
effectiveness of 2, 4-D.

4. A seed drill survey was con- 


ducted by the Service Board in 


1948 whereby 100 samples taken 
from seed drills graded by the 
Dominion Seed Branch revealed 
that 42 per cent was rejected for 
seed. This is a deplorable condi- 
tion and the Service Board has 


advised all ratepayers that a list- 
ing will be made at the municipal 
office of those requiring seed and 
also of supplies of seed grain. The 
co-operation of all farmers is re- 
quested in using only clean, pure

6. The use of Fall Rye again 
demonstrated its usefulness in the 
control of Wild Oats Wild Mus- 
tard, Tartary Buckwheat, and 
even Thistles barely survive in a 
good crop of rye. Some 200 acres 
on supervised farms was seeded 
to Fall Rye in 1948. 

7. Five weed inspectors 
employed during the summer 
months and, with the field super- 
visor, the weed situation’ was kept 
under control. Approximately 500 


were 


acres was plowed under or other- 
destroyed following investi- 
gations. The field supervisor 
ports that more co-operation from 
the farmers with the weed inspec- 
tors would be appreciated. The 
weed inspector has a difficult role 
to fill and full co-operation with 
him would be to the advantage of 
all concerned. Leafy Spurge has 
now been located on three farms 
in the niunicipality and farmers 
are requested to watch for this 
and other new weeds. Control in 
the early stages is easy compared 
to the work and expense involved 
in a widespread infestation. Toad 
Flax is a weed which the Service 
Board is particularly concerned 
about, there being considerable of 
it in the district, and it is very 
difficult to eradicate. 


8. Land under “notice to Pro- 
hibit Seeding’ involves 3,985 
acres which is a small increase 
over last year. The weather con- 
ditions in 1948 were responsible 
for weeds making headway over 
crops in many cases and as men- 
tioned previously 500 acres had to 
be destroyed. The board advises 
farmers not to seed land which 
is dirty as it usually causes 
trouble and expense. A crop rota- 
tion including the use of legumes 
and grasses is recommended as a 
soil conservation measure and also 
for controlling weeds. 

9. The possibilities of a central 
seed grain cleaning plant was in- 
by the Service Board

that the high cost of building to- 
gether with some doubt as to the 
number of farmers that would 
benefit from such a plan that it 
was advisable not to attempt con- 
struction in 1948.

muscles rest comfortably. It should 
be light in weight, resilient, buoy- 
ant and free from dust, odors and 
stiff feathers that may work 
through the ticking. The label 
should tell you with what the pil- 
low is filled and also guarantee 
that the filling material is ster- 
ilized. ® 

Of course down pillows are most 
expensive. A pillow filled with a 
mixture of down and duck or 
goose feathers is satisfactory be- 
cause the feathers prevent the 
down from matting or packing. 

Goose feathers are considered 
good because they are strong and 
fluffy. Both duck and goose fea- 
thers have a natural curl which 
gives a long lasting resiliency. 
Chicken and turkey feathers must 
be artificially curled. In a_ few 
years this curl disappears and the 
feathers mat. Chopped or crushed 
feathers are not desirable pillow 
fillings. 

Pillow ticking should be closely 
woven, unsized twill or sateen. If 
someone at your house is allergic 
to feathers, you can buy pillows 
made from shredded or solid latex 
oam, or of very fine glass par- 

es called fibreglass If you 
lon’'t want to buy new pillows 
put a plastic pillowcase under 

regular pillow case to keep 
feather dust inside the pillows.

Alberta Liberals 
Call for Tax Cuts 


Convention Also Favors 
Curb on Export Gas 


CALGARY.—J. W. Stambaugh of Bruce, Alta., was re- 
elected president of the Alberta Liberal Association at the 
final session of the organization’s annual two-day convention. 


J. O, Starritt of Nanton, Alta., 
was elected interim president of 
the Alberta Young Liberal Asso- 
ciation, which was set up yester- 
day. Plans were laid to hold a 
Young Liberals’ convention in the 
near future. 

INCREASED EXEMPTIONS 

A lengthy discussion on the fed- 
eral government’s income tax 
policy highlighted the final ses- 
sion with delegates finally  ap- 
proving a resolution calling for 
immediate substantial reduction in 
income tax with increased exemp- 
tion in the lower income groups. 

One delegate speaking from the 
floor of the house in support of 
higher exemptions said a_ single 
man can’t even start a shoeshine 
(business) on what he has left 
after he pays income tax. And this 
family allowance isn’t a family al- 
lowance at all. My wife get it!” 

J. Harper Prowse, leader of the 
Alberta Liberal party, said it ‘“‘is 
quite possible that the government 
will be able to make substantial 
reduction in income tax this year 
in view of the $800,000,000 surplus 
We expect to have in the federal 
treasury. In addition some money 
could still be kept out of the 
Stream for public works in time 


of need.”

are best watered by standing the 
pot for a few minutes in a shallow 
pan or saucer containing an inch 
or two of water. The pot should 
be removed when the surface of 
the soil appears moist 

The humidity in most homes is 
far too low for house plants 
particularly cyclamens. Humidi- 
fiers or pans of water placed on 
radiators, will help. Standing the 
pots on saucers or trays of gravel 
Which are kept moist is another 
way to provide humidity, but the 
pot itself must not stand in water 

Pyrethrum or rotenone sprays 
Will kill aphids, white flies and 
redspider-mites, or nicotine  sul- 
phate may be used. 

Be careful to avoid leaving 
house plants in a draught, and if 
you use cooking gas, remember 
that all plants are most suscep- 
tible to any unburned gas which 
escapes into the air. It will cause 
both flowers and leaves to drop 
off. 


AGAINST LIQUOR PROBE 

Earlier delegates turned down a 
resolution asking for a thorough 
investigation of the “liquor traf- 
fic’ in Alberta. 


The motion called for investiga- 
tion of exisiting conditions and the 
enactment of legislation designed 
“in the best interests of the peo- 
ple of the province.” 

One delegate suggested from the 
floor of the convention that the 
Dominion government be asked 
“to remove the water from spirits’’ 
sold thraugh the liquor stores. 
Other delegates quickly pointed 
out that liquor is a_ provincial 
field. 

A motion calling for the use of 
single transferable votes proced- 
ure in federal elections also Was 
defeated. 

One of the main resolutions 
adopted by the 200-odd delegates 
attending the gathering would ban 
export of natural gas from Alberta 
until all residents of the province 
are protected as to their own sup- 
ply and cost of the gas. The re- 
solution also placed the covention 
on record as favornig export of 
natural gas to other Canadian 
provinces before its export is al- 
lowed to foreign countries. 

Other resolutions passed sug- 
gested: 

Old age pensions should be on a 
contributory basis with no means 
test:; 

An immediate start should be 
made on completion of the trans- 
Canada highway system; 

An independent non - political 
highway commission should be es- 
tablished in Alberta; 

Rehabilitation of the dry areas 
in the province should be carried 
out through construction of all 
feasible irrigation projects

Meat Exports 
To U.S.A. 


Exports of dressed beef and veal 
to United States, from the lifting 
of the embargo on August 16, 
1948, to the end of 1948, were 84.7 
million pounds or the equivalent of 
approximately 169,470 carcasses of 
500 pounds each. In _ addition 
exports of beef cattle for slaughter 
and feeding, in the same period, 
were 241,380 head. There were no 
such exports in 1947 due to re- 


stricting regulations. 


Feeding Potatoes 
To Livestock 


Normally potatoes are not con- 
sidered to be a standard feed for 
livestock When crops are good 
and markets limited, low grade 
stock, small and cull potatoes may 
be disposed of profitably as live- 
stock feed. Farmers and grower 
having a surplus of potatoes would 
be well advised to consider the 
value of marketing a portion of 
their crop through farm animals 

Analysis 


contain about twice as much dry 


shows that potatoes 


matter and total digestible nutri 
ents as do common root crops such 
as mangels and turnips, and that 
they are about equal to corn sil 
age in dry matter and total digest 
ible nutrients. They are, however 
practically free of fibre and should 
be looked upon as a watery con- 
centrate rather than a succulent 
roughage. Potatoes are low in 
protein and because of this, a ra- 
tion containing potatoes must be 
balanced by the inclusion of some 
protein-rich feed. The vitamin 
content of potatoes, too, is almost 
negligible. In the case of cattle 
and sheep, the feeding of well 
cured mixed or legume hay will 
overcome this deficiency. 

To assist farmers in feeding 
potatoes to livestock, the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture 
has published a circular on the 
subject. This includes information 
on methods of feeding, in the raw 
form, cooked, as silage, or dried, 
and gives results of experimental 
feeding of potatoes at Dominion 
Experimental Farms to various 
classes of livestock. It concludes 
with suggested well-balanced ra- 
tions, including potatoes, for all 
kinds of livestock

Ice Storage Need 
Not Be Costly 


If a source of ice is available 
nearby for cytting, it does _ not 
need an elaborate ice-house_ to 
store a reasonable quantity of ice 
for use later in the year Any 
unoccupied corner of a shed will 
serve as a site for a rough-board 
enclosure. An enclosure ten feet 
square and eight feet high will 
hold enough ice to provide 50 Ibs, 
a day for 130 days, after allowing 
for a reasonable amount of wast- 
age. The smaller the quantity 
stored, the larger the proportion 
of wastage 

The bottom of the enclosure 
should be covered with about one 
foot of sawdust. If the soil be- 
neath is impervious clay it will be 
better if there are a few inches of 
gravel below the sawdust. In put- 
ting in the ice the board8S can be 
taken away from one side, and 
be replaced when the ice is in 
position. A space of one foot to 
be filled with sawdust, should be 
left between the ice and _ the 
boards. The ice should also be cov- 
ered With sawdust. 

It is the sawdust that keeps the 
ice from melting, and the drier the 
ice the longer it will keep. 


Belgian Tobacco 


Imports 


During the first ine months of 
1948 leaf tobacco imports into 
Belgium totalled 32.8 million 
pounds. Nearly 70 per cent was 
supplied by the United States, 
followed by Brazil (7 per cent), 
the Dominican Republic, and In- 
dia. Imports from the United 
States in 1947 amounted to 64 per 
cent of the total, and in the period 
1935-39 they were only 33° per 
cent,

The amount of new policies is- 
sued in 1948 was $121 millions, 
which exceeded the issue of any 
previous year. 


The increase of insurance in

The first and largest item, com- 
prising Government Bonds and 
Guarantees, is 40 per cent of the 
total. This proportion has steadily 
declined since the end of war 
financing in 1946. Most of the new 
money for investment has been 
placed in the bonds and preferred 
stocks of public utility and indus- 
trial companies and in mortgages 
on real estate. These last named 
items are the ones which are in- 
creasing both in absolute amount 
and in relative percentage at the 
present time. 


The average rate of interest on 
the ledger assets is 4.019% on the 
Canadian assets and 3.729% on the 
assets as a whole. 


The investment situation during 
the past year has shown a modest 
but definite improvement as re- 
gards security yields, following the 
action of the Bank of Canada in 
January and again in February 
last of lowering its bids on Domin- 
ion of Canada bonds.

The Nation’s 
Business 


In a few days, Ottawa will be 
the scene of the opening of the 
fourth session of Canada’s 20th 
parliament. This parliament, eleet- 
ed in June 1945, may well extend 
into 1950 and another session. 
However, most observers appear to 
agree that the present session will 
be its last and that a general elec- 
tion will be called within the next 
12 months. All parties are already 
showing signs of pre-electoral ac- 
tivity. 

Byeléections since 1945 have not 
altered in any way the strength of 
the Liberal government in the 
present House of Commons and it 
is still probably strong enough to 
withstand any storm and relatively 
free to set its own date for a 
call to the polls. The course of this 
fourth session, however, may be a 
determining factor in the selection 
of such a date. 


Both the government and the 
opposition will be operating under 
new leaders. For the first time, 
the Right Hon. Louis St. Laurent 
will appear in the House of Com- 
mons as prime minister of Canada, 
while the new leader of the opposi- 
tion, George Drew, will be making 
his first appearance, both as a 
member of parliament and as 
leader of the opposition 


Many important issues will be 
presented to parliament in the next 
few months, Defence plans and ex- 
ternal affairs are due for their 
share of headlines while this year's 
budget will assuredly be followed 
more closely and by more citizens 
than ever before in the history of 
Canada 
THE TENTH

Newfoundland and Prince Edward

British 
Columbia, a colony in its own 
right, became a Canadian prov- 
ince in 1871 and Prince Edward 
Island rejoined Confederation in 
1873. 


Thirty-three years later, Alberta 
and Saskatchewan were erected 
into provinces of Confederation 
and thus Confederation remained 
since 1905. After forty-four years, 
all of British North America is 
about to become united under one 
government. The plans laid out 
in 1864 have all been realized. 


INDUSTRIALIZATION 
OF CANADA 


An article by the Rt. Hon. C. D. 
Howe, minister of trade and Com- 
merce in a recent special issue of 
“Public Affairs” brings to every- 
one’s attention the tremendous 
rate at which our Canada has be- 
come a highly industrialized na- 
tion in recent years. While in the 
past we always considered our- 
selves to be an agricultural coun- 
try, and indeed it was so in even 
the early twenties, the exigencies 
of the First World War and given 
the necessary impetus to our in- 
dustrial expansion, and the de- 
mands of World War II achieved 
a complete reversal of the picture. 


In 1945, manufacturing account- 
ed for 52 per cent of the total net 
value of commodity production in 
Canada while agriculture, in spite 
of very substantial production 
made up only 21 per cent of the 
net output

PILLOW CARE

Pillows should be fluffed daily
